and repair the cable.

had a white flag flying over the cable 
house when the party landed.

They at once took 
to the water and a number of them 
were picked Up by a boat, but Cap- 
tain Tilley and two native men of 
the party are missing.

ALLEGED CRIMINAL ASSAULT. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST 


STEPHEN SCOTT. 


The Prosecuting Witness Is Miss 


Selina Hildebrand, a Young 


Working Girl. 


Stephen Scott, who was locked up 


ten days ago for carrying concealed 
weapons, now has a more serious 
chaige pending against him, one 
that may land him in prison for a 
number of years. He is charged with 
attempted criminal assault on Miss 
Selma Hildebrand, 
a 
respectable 


young lady who is employed at the 
Knitting mills. 


On the night of May 10 Miss Hil- 


debrand, who is 16 years of age, was 
compelled to work until after 10 
o'clock and after quitting she start- 
ed home with two lads, who had also 
been at work. The trio crossed the 
Swinney park foot bridge and just 
as they entered the park a man 
stepped up with a drawn revolver 
and pretended to arrest the girl. The 
lads were frightened and started to 
run away, when they heard the man 
remark to the girl, "I want you; 
what are you doing out so late?" He 
compelled Miss Hildebrand to go to 
a bench that was near by and forced 
:ier to sit down. He continued his 
questions, inquiring what she in- 
tended to do. Finally he made a 
proposal, which the young woman 
resented with scorn. He then at- 
tempted to assault her, but about 
this time the boys, who had run 
away, returned and the man, who 
proved to be Stephen Scott, begged 
;hat nothing be said about what had 
occurred. The police were notified 
and arrested Scott on a charge of 
carrying concealed weapons and he 
was held pending an investigation 
into the more serious charge. Pros- 
ecutor Doughman finds that he has 
what he considers conclusive evi- 
dence and today filed an affidavit al- 
leging criminal assault. 
Scott has 


lived in the city only a few weeks, 
while Miss Hildebrand is a member 
of a very respectable family.

DEBATE REVISION, 


DREYFUS CASE TAKEN UP BY 


COURT OF CASSATION. 


BIG CROWDS IN ATTENDANCE. 


EXCELLENT ORDER IS EASILY 


MAINTAINED. 


CASE PRESENTED TO COURT, 


STRONG ARGUMENT FOE THE 


PRISONER. 


Fails, May 29.—The court of cas- 


sation met today to hear the debates 
in the application for a revision of 
the Dreyfus case. The doois of the 
palace of justice were opened at 11 
o'clock. Pei sons connected with the 
case, newspaper men and others be- 
gan to arrive hull an houi pievi- 
ously. 


There was much animation in the 


lobbies of the palace, but the crowds 
in the vicinity v;cie not large. 
Ex- 


si / e pi ecautions were taken to 


prcseivo order inside and outside the 
building. 


The colonel commanding the guaid 


at the palace has been given special 
reinf01 cements by the military gov- 
ernor of Paris, General Zui linden, 
and considerable forces of military 
and mounted police have been assem- 
bled at the barracks in the vicinity 
of the court. 


The witnesses who have testified 


in the Dreyfus case were admitted 
by a door on the left of the palace 
and those connected with the trial 
of M. Deroulede and M. Marcel Ha- 
bert, for inciting soldiers to insub- 
ordination in connection with the 
election of President Loubet, which 
is also before the court today, were 
admitted by a door on the right of 
the building. 


The court room was filled with par- 


tisan celebrities, the greater part of 
the hall having been reserved for 
ticket-holders. 


Many judges belonging to other 


courts were among those present and 
absolute tranquility pievailed. There 
were about twenty ladies filling the 
galleries. 


The proceedings 
commenced at 


noon. 
Amid profound silence, the 


president of the civil section of the 
court read his report on the case. Re- 
calling the conditions under which 
the prosecution of the Dreyfus case 
was instituted in 1894, he dealt with 
the contradictory evidence of the ex- 
perts in handwriting and mentioned 
the protest of innocence by Dreyfus, 
who said to Lieutenant 
Colonel 


Henry: 


This odious accusation is the 


death of my life. I must have jus- 
tice done me." 


Henry replied that the mater did 


not come within his competence. 


M. Ballot de Beaupre then read a 


number of eulogistic reports on Drey- 
fus, when the latter was a military 
school piobationer on the 
^general 


staff, his interiogatory by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Du Paty de Clam, in 
which Dreyfus persisted in denying 
having had relations with any for- 
eign embassy and his statement that 
he had not given any documents to 
any agent relating to the defense of 
the country. 


The repoiter afterwards described 


the scene in Du Paty de Clam's office 
in the presence of the chief of detec- 
tives, M. Rochefort, and sketched the 
history of the Dieyfus family. 


According to Du Paty de Clam, 


Dreyfus, when he saw the resem- 
blance to his handwiiting, ex- 
claimed: 


"They have stolen my handwrit- 


ing." 


It Was also pointed out that Drey- 


fus, 
when the report of Ormes-Che- 


ville was piesented at the court mar- 
tial, protested he had never seen the 
twenty-two short guns 
used, and 


that he did not know before July of 
the disposition of the frontier forces. 
1'he prisoner also said he had not had 
a copy of the firing manual, knew 
nothing of the documents respecting 
its contents, and said to the reporter 
of the court martial. 


'•I have not been more than six 


weeks in confinement. I swear I am 
innocent. I, tfle son of an Alsatian 
Protestant, - aoandoned everything 
to serve France, and I am today 
worthy of leading her on the battle- 
field, 'ine martyrdom I suffer is 
atrocious." 


M. Ballot de Beaupre then dealt with 


the Ormes-Cheville report of Dreyfus' 
relations with married women. 


The hearing of th« argument in 


the Dreyfus case was adjourned, 
without Any incident worth noting, 
at 6 o'clock.

BIG FIGHT IN OHIO POLITICS. 


STRUGGLE TO CONTROL STATE 


CONVENTION. 


Republican Factions All for McKin- 


ley, but Some Want Hanna's 


Scalp. 


Cincinnati, 0., May 29.—The le- 


publican state convention at Colum- 
bus this week piomises to be an ex- 
tiaordmary political event, not be- 
cause of the factional fighting alone, 
but because of its effect on the pies- 
idential election next year in the 
president's state. 


It has been ten years since the re- 


publicans of Ohio lost a state ticket. 
As most of the state officers,lncluding 
governor, are elected for two years 
and accorded a second term, there is 
a new deal once in four years. 


This is the year for a new deal 


from governor down to the minor 
state officials. 


And it so happens that the full 


new state tickets are nominated the 
year preceding presidential 
cam- 


paigns. 
As the new state adminis- 


tration will have all the machinery 
m its contiol next year when dele- 
gates to the national republican con- 
vention aie to be selected, there is 
considerable interest in the present 
contest at the state capitol. 


Members of congress are also in- 


terested as the legislature that is 
elected with a full state ticket next 
November will have the apportion- 
ment of the state under the census 
of 1900 into districts for congres- 
sional purposes as well as for legisla- 
tive and other purposes. 


As all the counties have endorsed 


the national administration and all 
the candidates for governor and 
other officers, claim to be Strongly in 
favor of the lenomination of Piesi- 
dent McKinley, there is no doubt 
whatever 
about 
the 
convention 


adopting a stiong resolution for the 
renomiuation of President McKin- 
ley, but the character of the Ohio 
delegation that will be sent to the 
national convention for him next 
year may depend to some extent on 
the make-up of the state ticket and 
the new state central committee, as 
the Kurtz-Bushnell McKisson ele- 
ment want to secure contiol now 
with a view to preventing Senator 
Hanna from being one of the Ohio 
delegates-at-large next year In ad- 
dition to the advantages to be se- 
cured now foi the presidential year, 
there is an unusual number of can- 
didates for the state offices and for 
the power that goes with them and 
with a new legislature. 


The two leading candidates for 


governor aie Judge George K. Nash 
and Hon. Hairy St. Daugherty, both 
friends of Piesident McKinley and 
the former of Senator Hanna also. 


The third in the race is Lieutenant 


Governor Asa W. Jones. Among the 
other gubernatorial Candidates are 
Albert 
Douglass, 
of 
Chillicothe; 


Frank A. Durban, of Zanesvllle; L. 
W. Hull, of Sandusky; W. P. Orr, of 
Piqua; M. L. Smyser, of Wooster,and 
other local favorites.

FUNERAL WAS ATTENDED BY 


HOSTS OF FRIENDS. 


FATHER DURHAM'S SERMON. 


SPOKE 
FEELINGLY 
OF 
THE 


FORMER MAYOR. 


With solemn ceremony all that is 


mortal of Chailes F. Muhler was laid 
to rest this morning-. With the love, 
lespect and esteem of a city the last 
tubute of respect was paid and the 
caieer of a busy life closed forever. 


The funeral college fiom the resi- 


dence on Wayne stieet this morning 
was one of the laigest evei seen in 
this city. The solemn maich to the 
Cathedinl was begun shoitly after 9 
o'clock. At its head was a platoon of 
police under the command of Captain 
Daseler, followed by the mayor, 
members of the city council, present 
and former city officials. 
Behind 


them came St. Beinaid bianch, Cath- 
olic Knights of America, and the Fort 
Wayne lodge of Elks. The honoiary 
pall bearers, Messrs. E. C. Rurode, 
George H. Wilson, A. Hatteisley, W. 
H. Dieier, B. S. O'Connor, G. W. Pix- 
ley, J. M. Kniie and W. P. Breen, oc- 
cupied a carriage nest in line, fol- 
lowed by the carnage containing the 
active pall beareis, Messrs. A. F. 
Glutting, John Mohr, Louis Fox, 
John B. Reuss, M. V. Walsh, R. W. 
T. DeWuld, W. M. McKinnie and 
Murray Hartnett. 
Two carriages 


bearing handsome floral tributes pre- 
ceded the funeral car and next came 
;he fiiends in carriages. 


The solemn procession moved down 


Wayne street to Calhoun and turned 
south. 
The streets were crowded 


with citizens, who paused reverently 
as the cortege with solemn tread 
passed on to the Cathedral. Inside 
the edifice an immense congregation 
iiad gathered to pay its token of love 
and respect to one who in life was a 
near fiiend to all. At the entrance 
Hie clergymen met the cortege and 
performed the solemn ceremony of 
blessing 
the 
dead, singing 
the 


Misereie." 
Solemn requiem high mass fol- 


lowed. The celebrant was Very Rev. 
J. H. Guendling; deacon, Rev. M, J. 
Byrne; subdeacon, Rev. John Dur- 
ham. All the Catholic clergy of the 
city were present. 


The funeial sermon was preached 


by Rev. John Durham, who took as 
his text these woids of scriptuie: 
"Watch and pray, for you know not 
the hour which the Son of Man may 
come." 
But a few minutes befoie 


Mr. Muhler's sudden summons Rev. 
Father Durham had enjoyed a visit 
with him at his home, and the 
clergyman spoke this morning with 
much feeling. 
His sermon was a 


magnificent tribute to the sterling 
worth of Mr. Muhler, and with it an 
impjessive exhortation to the living 
to prepare for the summons which all 
must hear. 
After announcing the 


text Father Durham spoke in part as 
follows: 


These words of our blessed Lord 


come to us today thiough ovei nine- 
teen centuiies of time. They were 
spoken to a people whose lives were 
vastly different fiom ours, yet they 
bring to us the same solemn warning 
conveyed to those who heard them 
centuiies ago. The Son of Man will 
come, and you should pray that the 
grace of God may so regulate your 
lives that you may be ready to meet 
Him. 
One thing is certain in the 


life of all; that is, death. One thing 
is uncertain; that is, the time of 
death." 


Continuing, Rev. Durham remark- 


ed that all earth's experience teaches 
us that death is inevitable. "From 
dawn to twilight, from setting to ris- 
ing sun all in nature undergoes the 
change that typifies death. 
Every 


moment brings its human soul before 
God to have the sentence of eternity 
passed upon it. In the Book is writ' 
ten the awful lesson that all things 
must pass away. 
In nature the 


blade of grass springs up, flourishes 
for a tihie, and withers. The beauti- 
ful flower for a time lifts its head 
toward heaven from which it gets' its 
beauty, then droops and dies. The 
sun rises, increases in splendor, then 
sinks to rest beyond the norifcon. The 
rivulet from the mountain side flows 
down in increasing majesty until it 
is swallowed up in the sea and is 
dead. 


''Who can tell when the voice of 


God will sound in our sonlP It may 
come after a period of slckneli. It 
may come as a flush of lightning 
from a clear sky. In either caw it 
warns u» to be ready* 
>,,,H»4f. • ?j* \ * ! ' - 
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upright life is the true preparation 
for this summons, and in such a life 
the teachings of the Saviour contin- 
ually shine forth. 


"It is such a life you have gath- 


ered here to honor; to express your 
sympathy and love, and to show 
your admiration for one whose life 
testifies that he went forth to meet 
his God. Mr. Muhler's life was spent 
in the service of his fellow men and 
of God. He went forth prepared. 
You know the life he led; it is too 
well known to need repetition at this 
time. 
This city beais upon it the 


impress of his life. He was born and 
reared in the midst of you with great 
faculties and poweis. 
His was an 


honest, upiiglit strong- chainctei that 
his fellow men honored and looked 
up to. The golden rule guided his 
life and that principle should guide 
the lives of all. It was his nature to 
stand up and defend the downtrod- 
den. 
No person ever heard him 


Speak ill of any. He loved his fellow 
men and all his power was used to 
better their condition. His home life 
was ideal; perfect trust and love 
reigned, and no cares were allowed 
;o enter." 


Rev. Durham referred in tender 


words to the grief that comes to the 
family in such a loss, but with a per- 
fect trust and faith in Christ the sor- 
•owing heait can say: "Thy will be 
done." 
Continuing, he said: "Fort 


Wayne has lost a zealous, upright, 
jeneious man, and the church a 
faithful follower, whose life is a 
model for us to follow. 
Sudden 


death is a warning from God for us 
all. When God calls one filled with 
his grace it is a warning to the sin- 
ner that He shall call him also. It 
warns them to 'watch and pray, for 
you know not the hour which the 
Son of God may come.' " 


The closing service was the abso- 


lution and the singing of the "Bene- 
dictus" by the male choir of the 
Cathedral. 
A drizzling rain was 


ialling as the funeral party emerged 
i'om the church and entered the car- 
riages for the journey to the Catholic 
:emetery, where the remains were 
laid to rest. The escorting societies 
accompanied the cortege as far as the 
iolumbia street bridge, when they re- 
turned and disbanded. 


Thus passes another distinguished 


citizen whom Fort Wayne delighted 
to honor, and whose memory will con- 
tinue to abide with the people 
through the coming years.

It releases from the operations of 


the civil service rules about 4,000 
offices. 
Among such places are the 


following: 


Pension examining suigeons, In- 
aiis employed in the Indian seiv- 


ice 11 * connected with the Indian 
schools servile ti^cl nany places in 
the engineer department at laigf, 
the quartermasters' depaitment at 
large, the subsistence department at 
large, the oidnance department at 
laige, of the war department. 


With refeience to these places in 


the outside wai department seivice it 
is provided that they shall be subject 
to legulations to be prescribed by the 
secietai y of war and approved by the 
piesident, 
thus 
placing 
these 


blanches of the service oil substan- 
tially the same basis as the navy 
yard service.

THREE ISSUES WERE ABLY DIS- 


CUSSED. 


It was a magnificent audience that 


greeted Col. William Jennings Bryan 
Satutday evening at the Piiiicess 
link. Eveiy chair had an occupant, 
the aisles weie crowded and the large 
unseated poitiona of the hall in all 
diiections beyond the chairs held a 
densely packed throng of humanity 
that had assembled to listen to the 
matchless eloquence of the Nebras- 
kan and leader of the 
democratic 


hosts. It is estimated that 5,000 
persons were in nie lug auditorium.

MB. BRYAN'S ADDRESS. 


When the chering iiad subsided, 


Mr. Bryan began his address, speak- 
ing in part as follows: 


"Ladies and Gentlemen:—The pres- 


ence of so many people, who by their 
coming signify their willingness to 
consider public questions, is an cn- 
couiagement to those who still hope 
that our government may be made 
what the fathers intended it should 
be. I want to talk to you awhile 
about the 'questions which I believe 
aie important for the American peo- 
ple to consider. Claiming no infalli- 
bility for myself, I want to present 
certain policies and the reasons for 
them, in the hope that the reasons 
which have led me to the conclusion 
which I have reached will lead you 
to similar conclusions. In the dis- 
cussion of all questions of govern- 
ment there must be a starting point. 
Is there any rule which will enable 
us to reach a just conclusion in the 
gard to any public question? Is there 
any measuie which we can employ 
in detei mining the right side of any 
public question P I hold that there 
is, and that rule is written in the De- 
claration of Independence. 
Take 


from the democratic party the De- 
claration of Independence and there 
is no foundation upon whcih the dem- 
ocratic party can build its faith. 
I 


om willing that every public ques- 
tion shall be determined by applying 
to it that proposition which I believe 
to be the roost fundamental in our 
form Of government, and that is that 
all men are created equal. 
(Ap- 


plause.) 


Do not misunderstand me. 1 do not 


mean that men fire equal in stature, 
in Weight, iri strength, in intellect, 
in moral character, or in worldly 
goods. I mean that before the law 
all men are equal; that when a cit- 
izen comes in contact with the gov- 
ernment,

touches the citizen, there shall be M

A volume could not trace 
all their connections with private 
and public felicity. Let it simply be 
asked, where is the security for propr 
erty, for reputation, for life, if the 
ssnse of religious obligation desert 
the oaths which are the instruments 
of investigation in courts of justice? 
And let us with caution indulge the 
supposition that morality can be 
maintained without religion. What- 
ever may be conceded to the influence 
of refined education on minds of pe- 
culiar structure, reason and experi- 
ence both forbid us to expect that na- 
tional morality can prevail in exclu- 
sion of religious principles. 
It is 


substantially 
true that virtue or 


morality is a necessary -spring of 
popular government. The- rule, in- 
deed, extends with more or less force 
to every species of free government. 
Who-that is a sincere friend of it. can 
look with indiiference upon attempts 
to 
shake the foundation of the 


fabric?" 


The sure grounds on which our 


Sunday laws rest are these: 


(1.) The rig-lit of all classes, so far 


as practicable, to rest one day in sev- 
en. 
(2.) The right of undisturbed 


worship on the day set apart for that 
purpose by the majority of the peo- 
ple. 
(3.) The decent respect which 


should be paid to the religious insti- 
tutions of the people. (4.) The value 
to tne' state of Sunday observance as 
a means of popular intelligence and 
morality. The highest courts of the 
states have affirmed and reaffirmed 
these principles as sound and consti- 
tutional. 


In our city there is manifest con- 


tempt for Sunday laws, unblushing 
Sunday desecration which is both 
wicked and demoralizing, the officers 
sworn to 
enforce the 
laws 
often 


winking at and in some 
instances 


countenancing their violation. 


The result of all tins is that the 


very foundations of

When a man calls me halt 
names it does not bother me at all 
because I console myaeif with this 
complacent philosopy that if a man 
ofills me a thing and I am it he has a 
light 1o call me that and I canno 
complain because he has found m 
out; but if he rails me a thing and 
am not U, I don't have to be it in ol- 
der to save him from the fate of An 
anias. (Great applause.) 


"There is one thing that I ,lik 


about the advocate of free silveran 
that is lie is frank enough to tel 
you that he, wants the double stand 
aid because he believes it will brin 
good to the country and that he wil 
share in the good. I like a man wh 
will admit that what he wants wi 
not only help others but helps him 
self. And in thjs is the great die 
tinction between the gold-bug an 


the silverite. The sllverite wants* bi- 
metallism and tell*, you that he be- 
lieves h* wiltihar* in its good bene- 
fits. The gold-bug wants the gold 
standard, but wants you to believe 
that he will be hurt by it. You talk 
to a farmer and ask him why he 
wants free silver, and he tell* you 
where he believes fre* silver will 
help the country and where his part 
comes in. You ask the laboring man 
why he wants free silver. He will 
tell you how it will help the country 
and how he himself will share in the 
benefits. You talk to a business man 
and ask him why he wants free sil- 
ver and he will tell you why the 
country will prosper under it and 
where his share will come in; but 
you talk to the gold-bug and ask 
him why he wants a gold standard 
and in sixteen cases out of seventeen 
—it is at least 16 to 1 that he will 
explain to you that free silver would 
be a good thing for him, but that his 
conscience would not permit him to 
have anything that is good for him. 
He wants gold because it is good for 
somebody else. 
And who will be 


benefited by the gold standard? Why, 
he tells you that he wants the gold 
standard for the benefit of the farm- 
er, the laborer and business man, and 
you tell this gold-bug that the busi- 
ness man and laborer are willing to 
risk bimetallism, and then he rises 
to the full height of his moral stature 
and says, 'Must I let them hurt 
themselves?' No, he is their guaid- 
ian and he will make them have the 
gold btandaid whethei they want it 
or not because it is good for them, 
even though it will hint him. (Ap- 
plause.) 


"We once had the unlimited coin- 


age ot silver. We now have the un- 
limited coinage of gold. 
We once 


had the unlimited coinage, the fiee 
co mage ot silver at the mtio of 16 to 
1, and that is the ratio now existing 
between the silver dollai and the 
gold coin ot the United Staes; there 
is nothing new in that. And we once 
had fiee and unlimited coinage at 16 
to 1 without waiting foi the aid 01 
consent ot any other nation when it 
wanted to legislate loi its own peo- 
ple. 
(Applause.) 
Foi eighty-one 


yeais 
we had a double standard. 


From 1792 to 1O73 this notion did 
not for one day discriminate between 
gold and silver at the mint. Foi 
eighty-one years silvei enteied the 
mint upon equal terms with gold, 
and went tiom from the mint en- 
dowed with equal legal tender quali- 
ties, and all we want is to restore the 
veiy law that was lepealed in 1873 
But the gold bug says as a mattei ot 
fact, that we never had the double 
standaid, and we nevei had bimetal- 
ism, and begins t.o.quibble about def- 
initions. When he tell^ you we nev- 
er had a.double standaid, we nevei 
hnd bimetalism, tell him to give us 
what he had and he can name it; we 
do not caie what he calls it it he will 
give us the law."

commeicial travellers who 


cie against him in 1896, and of the 
ttect with winch that class of men 
ould aik ot public questions, Mr. 
Siyan silk' he had noted that they 
irere not talking toi the republican 
iarty now. The tiusts had mt them 
iaid. Thousands ot them had been 
disemployed because competition in 
racle had been thiottled by combi- 
ation. Continuing Mr Biyan said: 
"The money tiust is the greatest 
ivist that confronts us today, and it 
He traveling men or any one else be- 
ieves the trusts can be ciusned out, 
ind leave the money trust, the par- 
ent of them all, they are much mis-

sellers, they would require a num- 
jer of men to do the selling, but if 


is only one sailer theie is no 


competition, and theiefoie no need of 


trade it would secure. Imperialism 
menaced the republic. 
"A large 


army is a part of imperialism," >aid 
Colonel Bryan. "You can no more 
have imperialism without a large 
army than you can have night with- 
out the necessity of artificial "light. 
The army is the backbone of imper- 
ialism. Who will pay the expense of 
the army P Shall we pay it? Ah, you 
say, let the Filipinos pay it. And 
how much will it cost us to make 
them pay it?" 


In conclusion, after describing the 


probable consequences of the war now 
waging in the Philippines, and plead- 
ing "not tor the Filipinos, but for 
seventy millions of Americans," he 
said: 


"Let us draw the people of the 


Philippines to us by removing from 
them the yoke of foreign domination, 
and let them stand up and be free. 
Let the children of the Philippines 
join with our children and place in 
Manila bay a new statue of liberty 
enlightening the world. You say we 
must fall because we are tempted. 
I say, remember that this is a re- 
public, and that it will remain a re- 
public, now and forever."

audience cheered Colonel Bryan wild- 
ly and hundreds lushed forward to 
greet him. Mr. Bryan shook hands 
with a number, but he was fatigued 
with his several speeches of the day 
and much overcome by the heat of 
the link and as quickly as possible 
made his escape. He was diiven to 
the home ot Senator Bell, where he 
lemained until this morning, when 
he left for Terie Haute. 


Mr. Biyan spent Sunday quiftly at 


the home of Senator Bell. In til • 
moining Mr. Biyan and Mr. Bell in 
company with Judge S. M. Hench 
and E. A. K. Hackett,

at- 


tended services at the Fiist Presby- 
teiinn chinch, 'where he listened to 
the baccalaureate seimon delivered 
by Hev. D. W. Mofl'at, D. D., to the 
graduating class of 
Westminster 


seminary. The chinch was filled to 
its capacity and at the close' of the 
service a veiy large number of men 
and women gatheied round the dem- 
ocratic leader to shake hands with 
him. 
Just before leaving the church 


each of the graduatng class of West- 
minster was presented to Mr. Biyan 
ind the young ladies appeared quite 
pleased to meet the democratic leader. 
During the aiteinoon there were a 
numbei of calleis at the home of Sen- 
ator Bell to meet Mr. Bryan.

Spinach Baled. 


Ingredients: One peck spinach, one 


head lettuce, two bard-cooked eggs, 
French dressing, mayonnaise. Wash 
and pick over the spinach until free 
from grit; put to cook with one-half 
cup of water and cook until tender; 
drain and chop very fine; add the chop- 
ped white of one egg aud the French 
dressing made as follows: Two table- 
spoonfuls olive oil, four tablespooufuls 
vinegar, one-half teaspoonful salt, one- 
quarter teaspoonful white pepper; mix 
the oil, salt aud pepper together; add 
the vinegar slowly; when blended mix 
with the chopped spinach; cut tUe oth- 
er egg into thin slices; mold in individ- 
ual molds with a slice of egg in the 
bottom of each; set in a cold place to 
get thoroughly cold. Wash and crisp 
the lettuce; arrange as garnish. Dress 
salad with mayonnaise and serve. 


Pickled Sweet Cora. 


Those who wish to put up sweet 


corn the coming season should try my 
plan. I pull good firm ears not too hard, 
pick as clean of silk as possible and 
pour boiling water ou a tub full of the 
ears thus prepared. Now have a bar- 
rel or keg half full of good strong 
brine, take ears from the tub and fill 
keg to within four or five Inches of 
top. Make a good strong cover to lit 
within the keg, weight it dow u and tlie 
Job Is completed. The corn will not be 
as salty as you might expect, as the 
cob absorbs the salt. When wanted 
for use, take out as much as needed, 
cut off the cob and soak over night. 
One who did not know would think 
that corn kept for two years in this 
way was Just from the field.

These linen grain bags will be stronger 
aud more durable than ttiose of cotton, 
and as the coarsest fibre such as can 
be got from flax for seed can be used, 
It is believed they will not be expen- 
sive. It U a good beginning for the 
flax-growing and linen ranking Indus- 
tries. The manufacture of the finest 
linen fabrics will doubtless follow In 
due time.

Iu the recent case of Audeison vs 
Swift, that a stipulation iu a written 
contract of lease that the U'ssee should 
have the privilege of erecting houses 
ou the premises, to be removed by him 
at the expiration of his lease "or sold 
to the leisor at 8 per cent less than 
the cost of the buildings," is not suffl 
olently certain and reciprocal to sup 
port au action by the former against 
tlie latter for such cost of the houses 
when the plaintiff relies for a recovery 
solely on the provision in the contract 
above quoted, and upon the fact that 
the lessor refused to pm chase the 
buildings when the lease had expired 
The court further held that when a 
landloid In his contract of lease with u 
tenant agrees to use an effort to le 
move from the leased promises a cer 
tain nuisance, expressly stipulating 
however, that if such effort prove uu 
successful the tenant should be satis 
fled to keep the premises and pay full 
rent therefor, an action for damages 
growing out of a failure to use such 
effort will not lie unless the plaiutifl 
expressly alleges that such effoi t ou the 
part of the landlord would have been 
availing, aud that this is especially 
true when the contract contemplated 
work to be done by th«i tenant looking 
to an abatement of the nuisance, which 
he never actually performed or offered 
to perform.—Bradstreet's.

work an army of hoboes flock to the 
country claiming to be in search of 
work. They remind one of the old 
English story of two tramps who said 
they had walked all over England ti y 
ing to get work, but hoping all the 
time they would be refused. Such help 
is worse than useless/j yet it Is tl>e 
kind that the farmer K apt to get who 
puts off hiring help until IIP gets DP 
hiudhaud with work, and then seeks 
the cheapest farm help, that is, the 
lowest price per month that lie can 
find, generally these hoboes give them 
selves away by asking In considera- 
tion of their low wages that they be set 
only at the easiest jobs. They most 
always want to manage the horses, as 
that they think involves little labor 
Such men are dear even If they would 
work for nothing. The only help that 
will do the farmer any good is help 
that understands the business of farm 
ing, 
and is not afiald to tackle any 


kind of work, however hard and dis 
agreeable it may be. Such help is a) 
ways gobbled up early in the season, 
or kept on yearly contracts, so as to be 
sure of them when hiring out time 
comes.
